Early in the morning many applications 
were made to the superintendent for re- 
instatement, and Mr. Humstone was 
busy making out the blank form of 
the oath every operator was obliged to 
sign before he was restored to his old place.

At4o’eclock about forty ladies were 
taken up at once tothe office of Mr. Dealy, 
the manager of the operating room.

MAN IN A MASK.

Terrible Encounter with Burglars 
at Midnight, 


A Wealthy -Mill-Owner Assaulted — Brutal 
Attack ona Fainting Mother—A Hired Man 
Gagged with a Cake of Soap.

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., August 18.—Masked 
burglars entered the residence of Wm. Hill, 
a wealthy mill owner of Windham Valley, 
last night. The family retired about 10 
o’clock. About three hours later their hired 
man was aroused by the sound of foot-steps 
in his room. Starting up in affright 
he discovered the outlines of several 


men moving about. Without caution he 
shouted for help, but the next instant five 
masked men sprang to the bedside and 
placed pistols to his head. He was snatched 
from his bed, handcuffed and bound and 
_ GAGGED WITH A CAKE OF SOAP. 
This igs egy the maurauders silently 
vacated the apartment, leaving the man 
completely dazed. A moment later Mr. Hill 
heard a rap at his chamber door. He listen- 
ed. Another and louder rap. ‘“ Who’s 
there?” he asked. ‘I’m sick,” was the 
answer he heard. He thought it was 
his hired man, and arose and 
opened the door. He was immediately struck 
and knocked to the floor. He tried to rise, but 
the five men jumped onhim, He struggled 
to free himself. His wife snatched her in- 
fant from the crib and hastened out of the 
room undeterred by the burgla In the 
scuffle the child’s crib was broken” in pieces. 
The masked men snatched the pieces and 
beat him unmercifully about the head until 
HIS FACE WAS DRIPPING WITH BLOOD. 
He was at length subdued and the handcuffs 
placed on his wrists. Mrs. Hill’s absence 
was then noticed for: the first time, 
and one of the burglars was sent 
in search of her. She had left the house, and 
with her babe clasped to her bosom was run- 
ning down the road. nent! two hundred 
yards separated herfrom the house when 
her pursuer saw her.

Her 
prostration was but momentary, but 
when she recovered the burglar was 
bending over her. @He commanded the fee- 
ble woman to reveal the hiding place of sev- 
eral thousand dollars worth of bonds which 
her husband had received the day before.

Itis very probable the Slevin 
Committee, which has already gone deeply 
into this investigation, will be reappointed 
to continue the inquiry.

THE PLANS. 


Mr. Kennard Explains why Archi- 
tect Walsh was Unsuc- 
cessful. 


Mr. Walsh Said to Have Gone Back on His 
Own Agreement—A Combinatien Plan to 
be Arraneed—What the Architects Have to 
Say. 


The seven unsuccessful local and five 
foreign architects whose plans have been be- 
fore the Directors of the Exposition and 
Music Hall Association, this morning re- 
ceived cheeks of $50) each, being the premi- 
um offered for the same, The selection of a 
plan for the Exposition does not now seem 
to be a matter of the immediate future. The 
Association keeps the seven Incal and five 
foreign plans and intend from them to pre- 
pare a plan, 

A  Post-DisPatcH reporter called 
upon Samuel Kennard, President 
of the Board of Directors, this 
morning, and asked what were the intentions 
of the directors regarding the building, now 
that the uniform premiums had been paid 
out, and the contract awarded to no particu- 
lar architect. 

“That tie attitude of the board may be 
correctly understood, I desire to make a full 
statement,” said Mr. Kennard, in reply. ‘‘In 
the first piace, let me cal! attention to the 
first four clauses in the circular inviting 
architects to compete, as follows: 

“4 That all architects, residents of this 
city, and five non-residents, be invited to 
prepare and subinit designs. 

‘©. That from those presented by residents, 
seven, which shall be considered the most 
meritorious, shail be accepted and awarded 
five hundred doliars ($500) each, and _ the five 
presented by non-residents, shail each be 
awarded the same amount. All designs for 
which you pay five huniired dollars ($500) 
shall be the property of the association. 

3 That it shouid be understood that any 
foreign architect may subinit « design, but if 
not accepted as the most meritorious of all 
he will receive no compensation, and his de- 
sign shail be returned. 

4. The architect who is successful shall 
not receive $500, but he shall be engaged as 
architect aud superintendené, and shall be 
paid for performing such duties the usual 
commissions as adopted bv the American 
Institute and the St. Louis Institute of 
Architects.’ 

‘The Board received a large number of 
plans, Which were given eareful considera- 
tion. After examination of ail the plans of 
local architects which were before us, we 
took a vote of expression as to the seven best 
submitted, and then, toenable us to thor- 
oughly comprehend the ideas of the seven 
artehitects, we called them before us and 
asked them to explain their merits. During 
the explanation some of them stated that it 
would require $450,000 to $500,000 to complete: 
the buildings according jo their plans and 
specifications. Thomas Walsh submitted 
two plans, and stated that one of them could 
be completed for $400,000 or less, according 
to the specitications. 

“He then handed us a proposition, agreeing 
to complete the building for that sum,and of- 


| fered to give a bond of $30,000. After all of 
; | the seven had explained their plans those 
y | WoO had stated that their buildings would 
5 | cost $450,000 to $500,000 were dropped, be- 
| cause we had called for a $400,000 builaing, 


and we did not hink it justice to those who 
had submitted: plans in accordance with our 
circular to consider more expensive plans. 
Subsequently the directors concluded that 
neither of Mr. Walsh’s plans was exactly 
WHAT WAS WANTED, 
and upon consultation with him he agreed 
to make certain changes. which, he assured 
us, Would not alter the cost. He agreed that 
these changes should be made in the specifi- 
cations, anil offered to sign a eontract that 
all charges involved in his revised specifica. 
tions should be made without additional! 
cost. Some other changes were nade, which 
the directors agreed should be extras. A 
great deal of time was consume in arrang- 
ing these changes, and the contract 
which the proposed bond was to cover. 
Mr. Walsh wanted to put in as extras addi- 
tional foundations, and additional thickness 
of iron columns whieh the directors were as- 
sured by the experts called to théir assist- 
ance were necessary to the strength of the 
building. He agreed subsequently that 
these changes should be made not as 
“extras,” but in his specification. After 
tnese items were inc!nded in his specification 
and agreed to, he declined in writing to 
fulfil his own agreement unless a further 
margin of $14,000 was allowed him. thereby 
acknowledging that he had made such agree- 
ment. Inasmuch as the board had voted to 
allow him evervthing which they and the ex- 
perts considered legitimate extras, the board 
decided to consider Mr. Walsh’s plans no 
longer, ashe had already cousumed much 
valuable time. With the suggestions made 
by us, aud with the plans according with the 
agreement, Mr.@ Walsh was the 
successful architect and the _—pre- 
mium of superintendence of the work 
would have been awarded him had he signed 
the contract or fulfilled his own agreement. 
We then complied with the second condition 
of onr proposition to the architects and for- 
warded the amount of $509 to each of the 
SEVEN LOCAL ARCHITECTS, 

and the five foreign architects who had. been 
invited to submit plans, We consider the 
twelve plans in our possession as our prop- 
erty. Wetakethe stand that we are not 
compelled to adopt any one of the plans. 
We propose to take the seven local plans and 
from them all, if ne¢essary, forma buildiig 
that will. in our judgment, come nearest the 
requirements, making such additions as may 
be necessary.” 

“Willa St. Louis architect be awarded the 
superintending of the structure?” the re- 
porter a»ked. 

**We have not determined upon that mat- 
ter, but when we have arranged the plan we 
want, we may select the architect whose 


‘original plan is nearest to that finally de- 


cided unon byus. We do not feel compelled 
after having paid the premium as agreed for 
these plans, to adopt either of them, or to 
take all our ideas from them. We are at 
liberty to call for original plans, 
if we 680 _ «desire, or we could 
bring to our aid new architects and have en- 
tirely new plans prepared.” 
AMONG THE AKCHITECTS, 

all of whom are prevented from expressing 
themselves freely, there is a decided protest 
against the position taken by the board. 
They hold thatif Mr. Walsh failed to get 
the contract that it properly belonged to the 
next Dest pian.

POLAND PICTURED. 


A Chapter from One of Krazewski’s 
Best Polish Romances, “Jermola.” 
Translated for N.O. Times-Democrat from Figaro’s 
French verelon, 

The number of Israelites dwelling in a 
Polish town create ail the wealth of the 
place. The more Jewsacity contains, the 
more it considers itself opulent. In each 
little capital one is sure to find some Bornok, 
some Zeiman, sone Abram. or some Majorko, 
who deals in everything, who will furnish 
anybody with auything he wants, from a 
sheepskin cloak to a gold stem winder, —who 
buys wheat and provisions—keeps a public 
house—sells on credit rui i, tobacco, pipes 
and sugar,—and who knows by heart all the 
history and lineage of ail the gentiemen of 
the country reund, whose notes-of-hand and 
bonds and receipts stulf his pocket-book to 
bursting. His big warehouse, facing the 
market- -place, generally supp ies all the 
needs of the poorer village people, who can 
buy there cooking utensils, belts, caps, lron- 
mongery, salt, tar, ete., etc. Besides, ‘he has 
two or three little stores, —dry -goods and 
notions,—perhaps a grocery or two, ~°o the 
little town is fed, clothed and comforted 
wholly by the activitv of the Jews dwelling 
in it. 

Agriculture, however, as practiced in the 
old Slavic way by the inhabitants of tue 
snail country towns, alsu supplies certain 
Waits, 

A few poor gentlemen, one or two still 
poorer officials, the Catholic priest, the Rus- 
sian pope aud the emptoyes of thedwor com- 
pose hearly the whoie pepulation of such 
places. During the week the town seems de- 
serled—the Jewish children alone are in 
the streets, playing at quoits are nine-pins, 
the chickens, the guats aid the eows wander 
unmolested through the market piace. 

but on Sundays it is aliuost impossible to 
squeeze vuve's way through that market- 
piace; Dy reason of the muititude of carts, 
wagons, horses—the piles of wood and of 
tvudder. Thoroughfares are choked by the 
auliated exchange of all species of produets. 
Aud when the great holiday comes, once a 
year, there is a noise, a crowdiug, all the 
sights aud excitements of 4 veritabie country 
fair. ‘i ‘hen the traveling peddiers come with 
their littie carts, aud display their stuck of 
bouts upon the tuarkel-piace; the Jewish 
haiter suspends to long poles, rauged along 
the wall, his multitude oe Cavs aud hats, pro- 
ducts of bis own industry; the gipsy veteri- 
narian makes his appearance; the barre!-or- 
gaus sound in al! directions; the crowd grows 
every moment thicker and thicker. You see 
the great landowners of the neighboring par- 
ishes coming with their wives; the stewarts 
aud overseers; the small gentry who own 
oniy a single eid; the village-foik who want 
to get rid ofal ttle surplus of cereals or pro- 
Visions or private property—hiues, woolen 
goods, cloth or canvas siuffs, 

lt is a pleasure to see, a joy to hear the 
coulusion and the tumuitof the market- 
place. Every moment some folks conc.ude 
a bargaiv aud lane their way to the pubiie 
house to consummate the good u derstand- 
ing over a pit measure;—the old women 
W ho sell onions, gariic, tobacco, belts and 
red ribbons, make woney haud over fist. The 
day alter the tair, aid foreveu several days 
folowing, until a heavy rain comes to ouiit- 
erate the last traces Oi the event,—you could 
stillieilatasingie glance upon tiie ground 
justwhat slud of trate was carried ou in 
any spot. Sometimes the pools of Bluod— 
blood ot slaughtered kids and sheep—which 

sre left to biacken and dry under the sun 
might make you suspect that sinistef-ihings 
had occurred, 

but, with the exeeption of this single day 
of tumult and foliy, the whole country re- 
poses during the entire year in that state of 
yentle omy we and melancuolie silence which 
is at the bottom of daily existence. Man al- 
ways ends by becoming, mure or less volun- 
turily, penetrated by the exterior influence 
tou which he is almost constaitiy exposed— 
we are allmore or less like the caterpiliar 
which ;utson a greendress while it lives 
upon the leaves, or a variegated and brilliant 
costume if it dwelis within the heart of a 
purple fruit.

Ina drowsy country like Poland, where 
the century-old trees sing @ luilaby to the 
thin grass and the reeds of the marshes— 
where quiet and torpor are inhaled with the 
heavy air, an air humid and saturated with 
resiuous vapors—the inhabitants feel the 
blood circulating more and more languidly in 
their yeins, and thoughts awakening more 
and more siowly in their minds. ‘Thus 
svothed, thus softened, man asks only for 
rest, shudders at the mere idea of a mure 
active life, a stronger destiny, and becomes 
attached :o the humid aud mossy svil, even 
as a mushroom. 

Atabout 46 years of age the peasants al- 
low tueir beards to grow long, like those of 
old men; the lords, at the same period of 
life, torever abandon the cval, put on the 
dressing-gown, allow their mustaches to 
grow in whatever direction they please, and 
never leave their houses again if they have 
wives and children. Asfor the old bache- 
lors of the same age, they commence to 
think that marriage avails nothing for hap- 
piness, or leads only to trouble and useless 
seli-subdjection. . 

Do not think in this country of looking 
for modern innovations, or modern inven- 
tions, or industrial energy ;—do not dream of 
seeking to introduce them; ; your efforts 
would be received with undisguised incred- 
ulty, suspicion aud disgust. Everything 
that is done is done in the antiquated man- 
ner; and if you look anywhere for active, 
integral, spirited traditions of the past, you 
will findthem here more easily aud more 
pientifu mA than in any other portion of the 
varth. e iord bas the same respect as the 
peasant for antique babits and customs; and 
even if he affects to ridicuie them in words, 
he does reverence to them, nevertheless, in 
the depths of his heart, because from his in- 
fancy he has been penetrated with them by 
the jivoks and the words of tnose about him— 
by the blood which he has inherited and the 
milk which be has sucked, 

Thus itcomes to pass that wheresoever 
there used once to be a castie, on whose site 
a new dwor now stands, the antique name 
still clings to the site, and the peasants who 
are carrying wood to the proprietor will tei! 
you they are takiug it “to the castle.” Or 
perhaps instead of an ancient ceralew there 
may be to-day a putato-fieid;—yet the gar- 
dens of | the ‘ord still bear the name ot ““Mon-

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HOODLUMS. 


The Male and Female Corner 
Loafers of St. Louis. 

A Dangerous Class, Daily Developing New 
Strength—What the Police Say—The “Can” 
Ordinance—Some of the Strongholds of 
Hoodlumism—Capt. McDonald’s Story, 


eee ee ee oe 


Every now ana then the police receive com- 
plaints from citizens whe are annoyed by the 
hoodlums of a certain neighborhood. Occa 

‘sionally the Post-DisparcH is made the 
medium of complaint, and as late as yester 
day two communications came through the 
mail calling attention to gangs on Twenty- 
seventh and Caroline streets and on Broad- 
way and Palm street. At the former place 
they were accused of making nuisances of 
themselves by their insulting and vulgar lan- 
guage, while the North Si. Louis ruffians 
were denounced as a howling disgrace to any 
community and a pest with which the police 
seem powerless to grapple. Both were ap- 
peais to {he Post-Dispatca to exert its in- 
fluence in securing from the authorities a 
peremptory order to their subordinates to 
suppress hoodlumism and corner loafing 
particularly in the otherwise respectable sec- 
tions of the city. The sending of these com- 
munications tothe press argues the exist- 
ence of this 

QUEER TYPE OF DEPRAVITY 
in St. Louis, and the frequency 
with which complaints are made to 
the newspapers may be taken as fair 
evidence that the hoodlum is common in the 
city’s streets, and flourishes as vigorously 
and abundantly here as elsewhere, notwith 


standing the declarations of the police that 
heodiumism has been rooted out and ban- 
ished forever from this side of the river. 

‘the hoodlum isacurious preduct of the 
Nineteenth century civilization. He got his 
remarkable name in San Francisco in the 
early days of the Chinese-must-go agitation, 
and was as true and loyal a sandlotter in 

rinciple, both by nature and education, as 
denis Kearney could care to look upon. * lle 
distinguisbed himself by making open 
war first upon the obnoxious al- 
mond-eyed foreigner, and when that 
sport grew 


tame and monotonous 
extended his field of diversion to citizens 
g nerally, and soun became the avowed ene- 
my of all social and mor laws—an idle, 
loitering, Vicious character*a born criminal, 
with a riotous disrespect for society and its 
forms, deep-rooted from the very frst in his 
heart, and to all appearances, fear of nobody 
and nothing, except the police and their 
clubs, hoiding place among the emotions, if 
there are any, that stir his breast. Neither 
a pronounced thief nor a positive vagrant, 
- the hvodlum’s queer name alone stands for 
the crime that is charged against him— 
hoodiumism. Ithas many interpretations, 
but is generally appiled today . to 
loitering aud criminaliy inclined ‘young 
men who, not content with having 
thieves and courtesans for their companions, 
seek to fill certain localities with the terrur 
of their names, and bv insulting Jadies, pro- 
yoking gentlemen and stealing afew dimes 
occasjonally from Children or decrepit old 
women, fill their lives witha round of rude 
enjoyment that forever deserves the atten- 
tion of the law. 
THE ST. LOUIS HOODLUM 
is, as arule, a cowardly woman-chaser or a 
craven child-beater. He hangs around the 
doors of dive saloons and can be distin- 
guished by his faded or fading diag- 
onal coat with its frayed three-fonrths- 
inch braid, his light jeans pants, 
whose spring bottoms remind one 
forcibly of the funnel-shaped receiving end 
of a steamboat’s windsail; his cool-crowned 
hat with the brim pushed up highin front 
and behind; his song-and dance walk, which 
is a nervous jerky heel-and-toe performance, 
accompanied by a timely shrug of the shoui- 
ders and elliptical swing of the arms; the tilt 
of his chin, the half-cocked expression of his 
nose, the upward slant of his eyes looking 
straight at you across the downward slant of 
his face, and finally the withering contempt 
there is in his style of spitting, which sends 
the saliva from between the half-curled lips 
just athwart the apex of the nasal 
yromontory and causes it to perform some 
sind of geometric curve before it falls in 
dangerous proximity to the toe of your 
mere tooth-pick shoe. This is the low- 
red hoodlum, who may live at home with 
his parents or may have the shelterless 
streets for his friend. There is, besides, the 
well-dressed, high-toned, elaborate young 
entieman with some means, obtained either 

y the labor of his own hands or from the 
bounty of his wealthy friends or relatives. 
His “lay” usually is “mashing” and ‘“‘slugg- 
ing.” He likes to be with “toughs,” and to 
be regarded asa “high-roller” by the gang. 
Although in the garb of a respectable 
citizen, respectability is as far from 
him as the summit of Himalayan 
Gaurisanker is from the ant-hills 
atthe mountain’s base. He has fully de- 
veloped the hoodlum instinct, and is as much 
a member of that class as the ruffian whose 
home is in the street, and who cares for 

NO HEREAFTER BUT THE JAIL. 

No limit is placed to the hoodlum age. It 
may be very young, and again it may be 
found at the ripe years of middle-aged man- 
hood. The number of hoodlums is limited 
only by the capacity of cheap saloons and 
prominent street corners to hold them. From 
boys of 8 and 10 to .men of 2 
and 30 the nights and days of 
a large city like St. Louis” are 
filled with them. Some work; others live 
off the pickings and stealings of bolder erim- 
inals than themse!ves—all drink when asked 
to, smoke when they,can get possession of a 
weed, and deem it no offense whatever 
against the law to burglarize a saloon for the 
necessary reireshments to make a joyous 
night of it. Every section of the city has 
them in larger forces than the police will 
acknowledge, and there is scarcely a well- 
known saloon-adorned corner that cannot 
show a half-dozen first-class hoodiums, with 
crooked necks and cocked heads, each jouk- 
ing like an interrogation point in flesh and 
biood at the end of that impertinent bluff 
that was common a year or two ago 
in the mouths of the public and sounded 
something like this, **What d’ye soy, eh?” 

The police claim, and with some showing 
of truth, too, that hoodlumism is not nearly 
so prevalent in St. Louis tow as it was be- 
fore Senator O’Brien, then a member of the 
House of Delegates, introduced the ‘‘ean’’ 
ordinance, which provides a penalty of from 
$5 to $50 for lounging on street corners,,or 
drinking whisky or beer from buckets, cans, 
or other vessels in the streets, alleys, parks, 
or vacant lots of the city. Prior to this 
boys had their cans of beer every few min- 
utes, which they drank in the shade 
of some friendly building until they 
got Jamey | drunk, and the amount 
of drinking done from buckets in the street 
was simplyimmense. Little of this is now 
seen, but the corner-loafers are still quite 
thick, and as profuse in their obscenity and 
profanity and as liberal with their insults to 
passers-by as inthe glorious days that pre- 

ceded the abolition of beer-swiiling in the 


open air. 
THE POLICE. 
A Post-DIsPATCH reporter who went to 
the Police Department in search of informa-

Capt. MeDonald, of the Third District,said 
he knew of no particularily bad corners in 
the territory that was wuder his care, He 
didn’t believe there were many hoodlums in 
the district, and was inclined to the belief 
that old-time hoodjumisin was dead sere. 
At.the time he leit the Fourth District, a 
month ago, the evil had been pretty thor- 
oughly suppressed theré; still there were 
some gangs, composed principally of rough, 
whisky-drinking laborers, who haunted the 
saloons near the car stables on Broadway 
and Salisbury street and occasivnaily made 
it unpleasant for respectable ladies and gen- 
tlemen to pass that way. ie 

‘*The worst{thing about the can ordinance, 
said Capt. McDonald, “is that it can be so 
very easily abused, by the arrest of com- 
paratively innocent parties, and then it does 
not reach that most vicious and virulent 
class of all offenders, now growing up and 
multiplying here— the female hoodlum. 
I suppose you have.seen them.’ They range 
in years from 12to 13 up to 30 sometimes. 
They are usually girls who work in bagging, 
tobacco and other factories and who, being 
forced to do baitie, perhaps single-handed, 
with the world at a tender age, soon learned 
its pitfalls and took kindly to, instead of try- 
ing toavoidthem. Usually they are half-or- 
phans, with a parental drunkard the only 
legacy jeft to grace theirhomes. It may be 
a worthless father or a liquor-degrad- 
ed mother-—it matters nut which, 
The wxirl spends her days in 
the factory with other girls of 
her own stripe, and her nights are spent on 
the corners interchanging the sang or filthy 
lauguage with the male hoodlum or hood- 
lums who happen to have found favor in her 
eyes, for ofteu, you must know, one of these 
little creatures, not content witha single 
fellow, will have five or six of them ona 
string. The female hood!um is the problem 
that society will have to give attention, and 
law-iuakers turn their statutes against with- 
in a very few of the coming years.”’ 

Capt. McDonald then toid the story of a 
young girlinthe Fourth District, who was 
an out-and-out representative of the class 
known as female bovudluims, She was about 14 
years old, aud was employed as a stripper in 
one of the large tobacco tacturies. She had 
two wortuless brothers—both thieves—and 
an old mother who cared more for whisky 
and beer than she did for the honor of her 
name. She also had a lover, who was a 
thief. ‘Lhe biothers and the lover made a 
business of burgiarizing saloons, and with 
the wine, whisky and cigars thus obtained 
they would repair to the buouse of the former 
and in company with the girl make a night 
of it, the oid mother having been sent to bed 
drunk, with several horns of whisky warm- 
ing up Her diaphragm. 

**l’ve known several occurrences of the same 
kind,” said the Captain, “and cases of that 
nature seem to be on the increase than other- 
wise. We have the female hoodlum in plenti- 
ful numbers through this andthe Fourth 
Districts, but, as I said, the law does not 
reach them, and we caunot do anything with 
then. When one of these girls is arrested I 
hate to put the hoodlum charge against her, 
so 1 just Send her up for disturbing the 
peace.” 

THE FEMALE HOODLUM 

is readily distinguished from others of her 
sex. Like the male genius her titie is read 
clear in her face, in her walk, talk, and the 
cut of her clothes. She has the 
what-d’ye-soy attitude forever con- 
spicuous in her poses, and is 
as familiar with the ribald language as the 
whitest-haired patriarch that lives and re- 
joices in the glow of the iniquities of his 
youthful days. A straight ciip acrossa low 
forehead, rectilinear eye-brows, Lashy eyes, 
an upturned nose whose beavenward curve 
is followed by the outward and upward bear- 
ing of the chin, and a piece of chewing-gum 
which is vigorously lacerated by the girl’s 
small teeth—these are facial traits of the 
she-hoodium, who may be further known by 
her eheap but highly-colored dress, her 
round, platter-like hat, coming forward ‘and 
sianting down upon her puggish nose, the 
latitudinal toss of her head, accompanied by 
the 1-2 motion of her bent arms, and the 
spasmodic undulation of her hips as she 
scuds along scraping her heels upon the side- 
walks, as if her shoes were two or three 
sizes too large and had neither lace nor but- 
ton to fasten them to the wearer’s feet. She 
goes to steamboat picnics with her male 
compeers, and may be occasionally serenaded 
if her lover can secure the services of the 
music-murdering barbers he numbers among 
his friends. Jt is apicture beyond the power 
of expression in. the artist’s brush or the 
writer’s pen to see the male aud female 
hoodium in their Sunday togs, boarding a 
street Car to go to one of the parks or beer 
gardens or filling the pavement with 
tue marvelous poetry of their motion 
as they pedestrianize, panther-like, from one 
loafing spot toanother. Usually, the female 
puts up the “dust’”’ for any Sunday or other 
sport thatis down on the programme, and 
she gets off pretty luckily if she is not 
‘“t’umped in de teet’,”’ or “smashed in the 
jaw,”’ or has her ribs kicked in or her head 
knocked off before the festivities end. The 
male hoodlum is no respecter of the other 
sex, and, his female companion having no 
exalted opinion of Womanhood, and having 
probably

before her thirteenth year, takes the beatings 
giveu herasa matter of course, and, long 
before other girls begin to think of the hard- 
ships of the world, has already accus- 
tomed herself to ignominy, ill-treatment 
and contempt. These fallen and 
falling girls belong to all nationalites, but 
can be found in largest numbers in the poor- 
est districts. From Franklin avenue to Low- 


ell street and between Tenth street and the 
river they are thickest. They get drunk, 
fight and do other things ten thcelaaa times 
worse, and, as Capt. McDonald says, are a 
far more dangerous and pernicious ciass tha 
the male hoodlum. 

Lindell Park in its palmy days used to be 
a great resort for the female hoodlum and 
her male partner. They now resort to a no- 
torious park oo the: St. Charles rock-road, 
and indeed all the sylvan retreats in the 
suburbs are infested with them. Their 
language is often fouler than that of the 
youths they go with,and they do not hesitate 
to insult members of their own sex as freely 
as do the male hoodiums. 

The latter may be found on almost any cor- 
ner along Broadway from Cherry to the 
terminus of the Fifth street line. 

Second and Cherry has a bad crowd, of 
which John D. Shea, the murderer of Officer 
Dotan, was known to have been an orna- 
ment. 

The levee, between Wash and Locust, has 
wharf rats and river pirates—an aquatic sort 
of hoodiums, in large and dangerous num- 


ers. 

Twentieth and Cass avenue, Sixteenth and 
QO’ Fallon, Fourteenth and O’ Fallon and Twen- 
ty-fourth and O’ Fallon are bad neighborhoods 
for respectable citizens to venture into at 
hight. It was at the last-named corner that 
the notorious hoodium Lynch, two weeks 
ago, gave an officer so much trouble that he 
could be got to the station only after se- 
verely

ily indorsed the vigorous use made by the 
policeman of hisciub. . 

Franklin, from Fifth almost to its summit 
at Graud avenue, is nightly peopled by a 
inild class of hoodlums, who have an insult- 
ing way of trying to “mash” the young la- 
dies who happen to pass loating places. 

Butchertown and the neighborhood of the 
Three-Mile House have bad reputations for 
their army of hoodiums. Robberies and 
cuttings are frequent, and prominent figures 
in the ordinary run of troubles that keep the 

aws of the gossips of the Ty eg are 

om Lee, Charlies Langwith, Charles Lark- 
insand Tom Sheridan. ‘Buck” Riley also 
polongs bo the gang. He was in a scrape 
with three months ago, when a negro 
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cut him for insulting a colored woman. 
Caples’ saloon, on the Beliefontaine road, 
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upposite the cemetery gate, is credited by 


with being a rendezvous of a lot of hood- 
lums who are fond of dog fights and other 
more or less brutal sports, 

At St. Louis avenue and the rock road, 
there are a dozen or so of ba-a-ad citizens of 
the hoodlum type who gather in front of 
Bryan O’Connel’s saloon, and give the 
few mounted police of the district a great 
deal of trouble. 

tock Springs, three miles west of the city, 
which is populated by butchers and dainy- 
men, rejoices in many hoodlums of the very 
worst kind. They came near kiiling every 
one of twenty members of asnide minstre!] 
troupe that gave a show there last winter,and 
from another troupe that ventured into their 
midst they captured two female perfurmers 
and kept them for their pleasure two days 
and two nights before reléasing them. 

These are only afew facts in regard to 
hoodilumism here. Figures and names of 
individuals are difficult to arrive at, but, as 
a detective who is posted said, ““lhere’s 
scarcely a corner in the city that has not its 
male and female hoodiums, not in ones and 
twos, but by the score.” Recent complaints 
have been quite numerous, and it is about 
time for the police tu recall the existence of 
the O’Brien ordinance and make a few ar- 
rests of offenders against it.

Retail Rates of Sundry Supplies That 
Cheer the Inner Man. 


The fruit stands at Union Market are well 
laden with grapes to-day, and the reports 
from the country, as to the yigld, this season, 
are more encouraging. Cuncordia are gell- 
ing, the finest, 10¢ a pound, others at 8c, or 
two pounds for 15c. In large baskets they 
can be had at: from 5¢ to 9c a pound, accord- 
ing to quality. A few very fine Delawares, 
the first of the season, are offered at 25c. 


Peaches are plentiful. The finest can be 
had at 50¢ a basket. Very gvod LIilinois 
clings and Arkansaw freestones are selling 
at 35c a basket. Some inferior home-grown 
peaches are sold at still lower rates. 

The blackberry season is about over. A 
few wild ones are on the market, however, 
and are selling at 10c to 124%c a quart. 
Huckleberries are. still plentiful at 20c¢, 

Appies, althodtgh plentiful enough, are not 
of as good a quality as might. be expected at 
this season of the year. ‘They are irregular, 
rough and wormy. ‘The best are worth $1 50 
a bushel, or 40c a peck. Other varieties are 
selling at from 20c to 30ca peck. Sugar 
years, 75c a peck or l0caquart. The besi 

artletts are selling at 50c a basket, while 
rougher qualities can be had at lower rates. 

The vegetable stands are groaning ander 
the heavy weight of the fruits of the earth. 
Everything is abundant and at reasonabie 
rates. Sweet potatoes 35c a peck, Liiinvis 
sweet corn 10c to 15¢c a dozen, cantaloupes 
from 10c to 20c, watermelons from 20c to 40e, 
tomatoes 20c a peck for the best oyster plant, 
the first of the season 35¢c a dvezen. Irish 
potatoes 15¢c a peck. Lima beans 25¢ a 
quart, butter beans 20¢, string beans 35c 
a peck. Large white onions 25¢c a peck; 
celery, the first received this season, is sell- 
ing at 50c a bunch. 

tame is more plentiful this week. A 
quantity of young grouse is offered at $ia 
pair: old grouse can be had at 75e a pair; 
wild duck, 75e a pair; frogs legs, $2 a dozen; 
woodcock, $1; wild squab, $2adozen. The 
game market will be constantly improving

Poultry is plentiful and unchanged. Good- 
sized spring chickens, dressed, are selling at 
40c a pair, while the best are worth 35c each.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


If nutmeg is grated and mixed with the 
ginger in hard ginger-bread a piquant flavor 
is given to it. 

A little tomato catsup is a great addition 
toamixture of cold boiled ham, mustard, 
etc., for sandwiches. 


One way to cook summer squash is to cut 
it in slices about an inch thick and boil in 
salted water, using just as little as will an- 
swer. When done drain it well and without 
mashing; serve it with butter and pepper, 
and salt. 


The late peas are sometimes thought to be 
improved if when cooking a small piece of 
ham or bacon or of corned beef it is cooked 
with them. Remove the meat before serv- 
ing, and thicken the soup with flour or ar- 
rowroot. 


If your tomato vines hang very full of 
green tomatoes a few may be picked and be 
pickled, and those which are left will grow 
and ripen more rapidly. These green ones 
will make excellent pickles, and are nice can® 
ned for use nextspring. They are so firm 
they will keep perfectly. 

An excellent pudding is made of tart ap- 
ples stewed, and then put in layers with fine 
cracker or bread crumbs. While the apples 
are still hot stir sugar and a littie butter in 
with them. This should be baked for half 
an hour. A little sweet cream is a great ad- 
dition, but it is good without any sauce. 


Mead, which is enjoyed by many as a sum- 
mer drink, is made of one pound and a heif 
of white sugar, with one pintanda half of 
boiling water poured over it; add an eighth 
of a pound of tartaric acid and half an ounce 
of sassafras. Bottle this, and when you use 
it, to each glass add a pinch of soda, 


Tomato soup with beef stock instead of 
milk is very appetizing, to one quart of 
stock allow one pint and a half of stewed 
tomatoes which you have sweétened and 
salted to your taste; add an onion sliced, 
which oe ne removed before serving the 
soup. Let the soup simmer gently not 
boil hard. 


An indigestible but delicious frosting for a 
cake of one layer is made of boiled frosting, 
with English walnut meats, raisins, and a 
very little citron added; chop these and stir 
in; have it about an inch thick on the cake 
and pin a paper aruund the cake so that the 
rl gee will not run off before it has time to 
cool, 


So many of the soiall fruits, such as black- 
berries, plums, ete., are delicious pickled 
that a general rule for making a sweBt pickle 
is desirable.

He seemed, in fact, to 
have a special facuity for this one study, and 
he improved it tou the utmost. When he was 
20 or thvreabouts, he had already become a 
skillfal surveyor, and he conceived the 
pr f making a map of Delaware Coun- 
ty, and of compiling a history of its earliest 
settlers. Not wishing to allow any one, even 
his father, to profit by his venture, he first 
perfected an agreement with Gould, senior, 
by which, for a certain sum, he (Jay) should 
be allowed his time until his majority. His 
plans resulted in a careful survey of the 
county andina map of it, which, by the 
way, is a marvel of accuracy. Many of 
these maps may still be seen hanging 
upon the wails of the homes of the 
inhabitants of that county and the sur- 
rounding counties.

In this venture he cleared $5,000— 
quite a fortune in those days—and gained 
the reputation of being a smart and sharp 
young man. He is to-day what he was forty 
years ago, retiring, reticent and revengeful, 
but cowardly withal—a cool, crafty, long- 
headed and far-seeing strategist, whose 
greatest delight it is to revel amid the fallen 
fortunes of his opponents. He hates all but 
one, he loves none but one, and he is for that 
one first, last and all the time, and that one 
is himself.

The 
superior spiritual advisors of the Buddhists 
are distinguished for their corpulence. 
am told there are divines among them who 
devour a whole sheep for breakfast! No 
wouder they regard the severe fasting of the 
Christian hermit as a hopeless folly. 

Now, what are the agencies which bring 
the Chinaman to his blissful state? They 
are manifold; yet beef, milk and dairy pro- 
ducts in general ate strictiy excluded from 
the list. About twenty centuries ago in the 
Celestial Empire there was established ox 
worship, as areward for the great assistance 
in agriculture rendered by that horned an- 
imal. Then it was forbidden to kill either 
ox orcow. It became also a sacred habit’to 
leave the cow’s milk exclusively for the 
calves, to whom it rightfully belonged. 
Chinamen do not use the milk of sheep or 
she goats, though they are very fond of the 
meat of these animals. But, then, they are 
exceedingly fond of woman’s milk. The well- 
to-do parents often keep wet nurses for their 
children up to the seventh and even ninth 
vear. Sometimes even men of age, and par- 
ticularly old men, resort to woman’s milk 
either as an article of luxury or as a dietetic 
means. Among rich Chinamen it is a point 
of pride to keep a number of wet nurses. Of 
the rich Celestial it may be truly said that 
‘he is worth so many wet nurses,”’ as of the 
rich Mohammedan that “‘theis worth so many 
wives,” or of the American that ‘“‘he is worth 
so inauy-dollars.”” No Chinese woman would 
milk a cow, for such practice, in her opinion, 
would stain forever her chastity. 

Exciuding beef and dairy products, China- 
men eat everything that is edible, horse and 
ass flesh, snakes, rats, mice, dogs, grass- 
hoppers, spiders, worms, cocoons, sea-cucum- 
bers, swallows’ nests, and so on. Once, 
while living ina villa near Pekin, I sawa 
very strange scene, There appeared a cloud 
of grasshoppers. Suddenly the field was 
covered with Chinamen who ran .franti- 
tically hither and thither, gathering them in. 
They filled large sacks and bags with the in- 
sects. They carried portable stoves on 
which they roasted their curious game. 
Other Chinamen greedily devoured the grass- 
hoppers, paying a penny for ten. 

Atthe head of all meats Chinamen put, of 
course, pork. In their opinion, to the hog 
belongs the first place in the list of domestic 
animais. If you ask a Chinaman why, he 
will answer proudly, ‘‘Because it was the 
hog from whom the Chinamen descended !’’ 
Doun’t you see, the Celestials have beaten 
Darwin on the theory of the descent of man. 
It is only natural, then, that among China- 
men hogs should enjoy full rights of citizen- 
ship. Like dogs, they wander wherever they 
please. A Chinese street without a number 
of hogs is an impossibility. Are there many 
hogs in China? I should think so. On a 
single hoiiday in memory of their ancestors 
—not the original ancestors, the hogs, but 
merely human ancestors—the Celestials 
eat fully 650,000 hogs. I must admit that 
Chinese pork is superior to any found else- 
where on the globe. Poor Chinamen who 
cannot afford to buy pork eat meat of dogs, 
asses, hoises, rats, mice, rabbits, hares, 
goats, andsheep. But 1 never saw them 
eating cats. 

Of birds the Chinese eat silver pheasants 
ducks, geese, chickens, jackdaws, crows an 
many others. Curiously enough the so- 
called Cochin-China fowls are very rarely 
seen here. Salt eggs are in great use here. 

Among the choice delicacies of the Chinese 
must be mentioned the fins of sharks and the 
nests of sea swallows. Under the latter is 
understood not the whole nest, but oniy the 
mucilaginous inner coating of the nests. It is 
believed that the swallows who build their 
nests on the sea rocks cover their nests and 
giue them to the rocks with the juice of sea 
cane, which, on being dried, looks like muci- 
laginous membrane. On the market these 
nests are found in the shape of a hemisphere 
of the size of a half orange peel. The nests 
are sold here at from fifteen to twenty-five 
dollars per pound. They are used princi- 
pally for making broth, to which they give a 
peculiar aroma and taste, much vaiued by 
gastronomers. 

Rice stands, of course, at the head of veg- 
etable foods. Witbout rice gruel ne meal is 
served here. ‘,Fan’’ means both “to have a 
meal” and “‘to eat rice gruel.’”” The brown 
rice, which is common rice, but hected and 
musty, is much liked. There is also a red 
variety of rice. 

Honey is much used here, but chiefly as a 
cosmetic. After mixed with fluur it is 
used by the womefi in their hair dressing. 
With their hair saturated, sticky 


The Chinese make two kinds of whisky, of 
sargo and of rice, and drink a good deal of 
it. Women also drink and smoke here. A 
tin gill of the shape of an hour glass is used 
for whisky drinking. They had no. glass 
works here until recently, whenan Amieri- 
can gentleman taught some Celestials to 
make glass. During my thirty years’ resi- 
dence hereIlhave hever seen a single 
drunken Chinaman on the street. No coffee 
or chocolate is used here. 

The unusually fertile soil of this country 
| ylelds products enough to satisfy the appe- 
tite of all the Celestials, and in view of their 
peculiar er omer § of the stomach, they 
ought to be able, all of them, to reach the 
blissful state of satiety. Yet how many of 
them are lean, hungry, with wistful eyes 
and hollow stomachs! What a heartrending 
tragedy each of these thin fellows present, 
whose all-absorbing idea is to ve thick! 
When I look upon the crowd of hollow- 
cheeked Chinamen and then upon the few 
who are in the blissful state of corpulency, I 
cannot help thinking of the lean-fleshed and 
the fat-fleshed kine of Pharaoh. 


HOURIS REPROVED. 


The Sultan of Turkey Admonishes the 
Beauties of Stamboul. 
Constantinople Cor. New york Herald. 


The Turk always becomes more pious 
during the Ramazan. The mortitication of 
the flesh, as it were, reacts upon the spirit, 
producing a very jaundiced condition of 
mind, apt to show itself in what are errone- 
ously styled ebullitionsof fanaticism. The 
inner contemplation by which the “true 
belieyer’’ seeks to while away the long fast- 
ing hours that are not given up to sleep does 
not engender a hostile feeling toward the 
Christian, but it narrows the views of the son 
of Othman.until he imagines that in the de- 
parture from ancient customs or the neglect 
of religious ordinances is to be found the real 
cause of all the misfortunes that have ever- 
taken the Empire. Believing as all Meham- 
medans do in the direct intervention 
of the Almighty in mundane affairs, with 
awakened conscience the spiritual rulers of 
the Turks see in the recent triumphs of the 
“Ghiaour”’ the chastising hand of Allah for 
the backsliding of the past, and would fain 
deprecate the Divine wrath by a show of re- 
pentance. 


SUMPTUARY LAWS. 

Thusit is that as sureas the Ramazan comes 
around, before it has dragged half through 
its weary length there is certain to be an 
edict issued by imnperial authority directed 
against some prevalent practice or the other 
thought to be incompatible with a due ob- 
servance of the Islamic faith. One year it 
is the nightly visits to the ‘“‘cafe chantants”’ 
of Pera in which the soul of Young Turkey 
takes such delight against which the shafts of 
religion are directed by the secular authori- 
ty, and the nextitis the growing tendency 
of the Turkish ladies to ape the appearance 
of their Frankish sisters which becomes the 
mark for such action, At the last Razaman, 
with admirable impartiality reproof was 
delivered all around, and while the men 
were admonished for their non-attendance 
at mosque during the day the woman were 
informed that a long curl straying over the 
shoulder with a fringe upon the forehead 
was not the prover style of coitfure for a 
Mussulman lady. The police were strictly 
enjoined to watch the “‘faithfu],”’ to see in 
the one case that no neglect® Wag shown tuo 
the “‘muezzin’s” call, andin the other that 
no exposure of charms took place likely to 
attract the attention of man from the higher 
thoughts to which his mind should be given. 

YASHMAKS AND FERIDJEES. 

This year it isthe style of dress which comes 
in for condemnation, The ‘‘yashmak’”’ is 
too diaphanous, the ‘‘feridejee” insufficientiy 
form-destroying in its cut and the feet cover- 
ings far too shapely. The articles in question 
in their present style are looked upon as so 
many snares set to catch the thoughts of the 
unwary, and the ‘‘fair lights of the harein” 
are bidden to lay them aside under the pen- 
alty of incurring very disagreeable -treat- 
ment at the hands of the police. 

THE EDICT. 

The imperial edict on the subject was 
published July 25. As herein stated,it is 
issued by the Suitan in his character as 
caliph and protector of the “‘Sheriat’’ (sacred 
law), of which the dress fashions in vogue 
with the Turkish women of the present day 
are stated to be serious infractions. Thick 
muslin folds are to be worn in place of the 
gauze yeils with which ‘“‘Safy-guhl’’ and 
**Fatima’”’ have been in the habit of so soft- 
ening the contours of their faces as to dwell 
inthe memory of the be pe Ghiaour, 
dazzled by the lightning flashes from their 
large dark eyes, as escaped “houris” from 
the Mohammedan paradise. The disfiguring 
**feridjee”’ is no longer to be gathered in at 
the waist or cut low at the bosom to show 
the Parisian dress underneath, and the neat 
French bottines are to give piace to the 
hideous looking “‘yemenees,”’ the baggy boots 
of yellow or red leather worn by the women 
in the Provinces where foreign fashions have 
not yet made their way. 

THE WILES OF THE WOMEN. 

No doubt this edict will be duly blazoned 
forth by the enemies of the Sultan as an in- 
dication of the reactionary principles by 
which his foreign and domestic policy is 
alleged to be ruled. There is, however, 
really nothing in 1t, and I don’t suppose for 
a moment it will have any perceptible effect 
in changing the dress of the women. The 
fair sex generally manage to have their own 
way, even in Turkey, where they are sup- 
posed to be held in such subjection, and I 
still expect to see — shod feet and trans- 
parent veils whenever I find myself at any of 
the favorite resorts of the Turkish ladies. It 
is the wives and favorites of the wealthy 
class that have gone in to such an extent for 
dress “‘a la Franka,” and with these ladies 
the police will not dare to interfere. Not so 
long ago the Turkish ladies were forbidden 
to appearin Pera, but the streets of that 
suburb are now more crowded than ever 
with their carriages. especially on Friday, 
when a block occasionly occurs that would 
not disgrace a fashionable promenade in 
London or New York as far as duration is 
concerned. The ‘‘Sweet Waters,”’ the lovely 
valley of the “‘“Golden Horn,’’ was also inter- 
dicted at one time, but the Turkish ladies 
soon manayed to render the prohibition a 
dead letter, and during the past spring the 
Mussuiman women appeared there in greater 
force than ever, wandering about among the 
heterogenous crowd of sight-seers with the 
utmost freedom.

GEORGE SAND. 


The Queer Origin and Strange Life of a 
Famous Woman. 
Book Review in the Philadeiphia Times. 

When one considers the complexities of 
bloud and destiny out of which the future 
George Sand was, without her consent, 
brought into being, ana pressed into the 
early battle between natural and unnatural 
affection, between truth and falsehood, the 
marvel is that her life was ever anything 
but a prostitution and falsehood, and, taking 
this view of it, there is some excuse for the 
enthusiasm with which Miss Thomas wel- 
comes any gleams of nobleness and any rays 
even of motherly tenderness. But the very 
beasts of the field are noble and tender in 
their maternal relations, at times. 

Of all women of any age George Sand was 
wretchedly begotten and wretehedly reared. 
Legitimacy and illegitimacy may not be gen- 
erous InarKs to place on the foreheads of 
children whose wishes, if they had any, 
have never been consulted. But a half a 
dozen generations of law-abiding parents are 
something to count onin one’s own battle 
with such Edens as life offers, and a half 
dozen generations of parents of “irregular 
origin,” as Miss Thomas calls it, are very 
apt to tilt the last unfortunate Eve’s daugh- 
ter toward the serpent side of the moral 
argument. ‘Take her up tenderly, lift her 
with care, owning her weakness, uer evil 
behavior, but don’t say it is something rarer 
than great genius, this clothing virtue in 
inourning and trampling on the cross. 
George Sands’ grandmother and her real 
guardian, the person who had most to do 
with her bringing up, was*of “irregular 
origin,” a child of hot blood, a proud, con- 
scienceless woman, with but little natural 
affection or any principle, except regard for 
that cast of French chara@ter which has 
hever minded anything but lust and gain. 
Mile. de Saxe, daughter of old Marshal Saxe, 
himself of illegitimate birth, was married 
when little more than a child, to the Count 
de Horn, who also was of “irregular erigin.”’ 
The Count cut short his line of succession by 
a successful duel and the ‘widow at thirty 
married one M. Dupin de Francueil, whose 
Origin appears to have been regular so far as 
known. Maurice, their only child, the idol 
of his mother in her way, grew to young 
manhood, entered the French army, dis- 
tinguisbed himself at the battie of Marengo 
in 1800 and in 1804 distinguished himself still 
more by marrying Sophie Victorie Delaborde, 
a passionate daughter of a poor bird-seller of 
Paris; married her none to soon. 

Perhaps it is as wellto let Miss ‘Thomas 
tell this. Date of marriage not given, but 
“the devoted pair were married secretly at 
Paris in 1804, and on July 5 of the same 
year—the last of the French Repnplic aud 
the first of the Empire—their daughter en- 
tered the world,”’ not unlooked for, but un- 
der circumstances not any too welcome. 
This daughter was called Amantine-Lncile- 
Aurore by her parents. But by and by the 
youngster put on boy’s clothes and called 
herself “George Sand.” When the future 
George was about five years old Maurice 
Dupin, the father, was thrown from his 
horse and killed on the spot. At once there 
arose a squabble between the graudmother 
and mother for the custody of the child. 
The grandmother had means—had Nahant 
fora home. The mother had no means and 
no home. Aurore is naturally consigned to 
Nahant and the grandmother, while Madame 
Dupin, the younger, returns to Paris, per- 
haps to sell birds. The grandmother was a 
disciple of Rousseau and Voltaire; a hard- 
featured lady infidel knownas Deist, a type 
which when once known never needs to be 
known again. By this arrangement of 
guardianship the natures of three persons at 
least—the mother, the grandmother and the 
child, ““George”’—are violated, and the old 
work, say the demon’s work of irregular 
origin, is continued day by day. But some 
Deists are better than their creeds, too. At 
the age of thirteen George Sand was sent for 
education tothe Convent des Anglaises, a 
sort of English schook with some genuine 
faith iu God and truth and man. Miss 
Thomas says: ‘*To this retreat Aurore—our 
‘George’ —was consigned and there spent 
more than two years.” 

December, 1821, Grandmother Dupin died. 
Aurore went for a time to live with her 
mother. But the bird-seller’s daughter, left 
to herself—not even her child to help refine 
the past—naturally had grown termagantish. 
No natural affection revived in Aurore. 
Friends invited her to visit them often. 
She was happier elsewhere than with her 
mother. On one of these visits she met 
Colonel Casimer Dudevant. They were 
mutually pleased. They arranged matters 
between themselves. He was twenty-seven, 
she eighteen. He was illegitimate, she born 
in July of the same year her parents. were 
married. It was a “marriage de raison,” 
founded on mutual friendliness, as she sup- 

osed. In September, 1822, Aurore Dupin 

ecame Madame Dudevant, the pair of con- 
jugal rationalists went to Nahant for their 
honeymoon and a quiet country home. In 
the summer of 1823 Madame Dudevant for- 
got speculation for a while at joy over the 
birth of her son Maurice. ‘“‘Marriage de 
raison” did not work well. ‘The coionel 
tired of the monotony. They tried a villa at 
Paris, a tourto the Pyrenees. No better. 
Her “large mind sought in vain for moral 
sympathy from a narrow, common spirit.” 
That is her husband, the colonel. utual 
approval turned to mutual contempt. Her 
large mind found a letter that the colonel 
did not mean she should see; found that the 
adopted illegitimate son of old M. Dudevant 
was weary of her. They agreed to disagree 
as all the world knows, she went to Paris to 
trv her hand at independent journalism and 
her fair form in young men’s clothes. It 
was just after the revolution of July, 1880. 
M. Delatouche, proprietor of the Figaro, 
poet and a had some previous knowl- 
edge of Madame Dudevant. Her cleverness 
as a writer soon became apparent. It wasa 
chaotic, rampant age. A bright woman, 
free of cant, was a joy to the circle of Paris 
journalists. She became “‘one of the boys.” 
Nahant and the children are not forgotten, 
but the Colonel Dudevant—let us hear no 
more of him. With young Jules Sandeau 
the Nahant young wife became intimate and 
the two together prepared “La Prima 
Donna,” which was duly published in the 
Revue de Paris. Later “Rose et Bianche,” 
by the same happy pair, was published un- 
der Sandeau’s nom de plume of Jules Sand, 
through which pretty transactions of the 
wandering widow the worid gets glimpses of 
the origin of George Sand and mach female 
talk of “social freedom for women” that has 
sent many “souls to purgatory” since then. 

From Jules Sandeau to Alfred de Musset, 
to Chopin, to heaven knows what other sub- 
stitutes for the ‘‘marriage de raison’”’ hero of 
eighteen ; the steps were not hard to take. 
A woman of George Sand’s hungering 
seeks shining marks and always takes tne 
brightest sne can find. Miss Thomas and 
the world may as well understand first as 
last, and be done with it, that “social {free- 
dom for women,” as applied in George 
Sand’s life, means promiscuity of inter- 
course; means debasement of character, 
loss Of honor aud truth. And the woman 
that thinks it is just the same for women as 
it is for men has only to try it—and die a 
utter, broken shame. George Sand’s intel-

Ihese were rattled as an accompaniment to 
the beating of the drum, They al! jumped 
around a fire built at each end of the daticng 
floor, some little girls and boys, probably 6 
or7 years old, keeping perfect time with the 
rest. Someof the Indians wore feathers, 
others small bells, while strung to their 
belts or hanging on their arms were the 
skins of the fox and mink. Some of the 
squaws were well dressed, and wore fine 
hats ornamented with flowers, for they have 
a great desire to keep up with their white 
sisters. ‘This was the last dance for the 
night, as they had danced nearly all the 
afternoon, and it was now nearly 10 p. m. 
They danced about half an hour, stopping 
at intervals to rest or be addressed by their 
chief. A whoop was given—they sto ped 
and began to pass out at the end of the 
lodge, each Indian waving the hand and say- 
ing a few parting words to the chief, Thus 
ended the first “paganic dance’ we ever 
witnessed. Some of the Indians are indolent 
and lazy, while others are industrious and 
have good farms and houses. Many have 
organs, and some sing and play nicely. But 
they are selling out and guing west, and it 
will not be long before their dead are the 
only remaining oues.

Attractions nowadays for the house are 
most valued n they bear traces of age; 
hence, variablé antiques are in demand by 
the rich, while people of modest means 
patronize more or less the copies of old 
styles. Shops dealing in antiques and curios, 
as well as the better classes of second-hand 
stores, are besieged for treasures collected 
from ajl quarters in the way of tapestries, 
Dutch Docks, oid English and Spanish carved 
mantels, china that has survived a century 
or so of wear and bric-a-brac rich in historic 
associations, p 

Chairs, settees, book-cases and tables which 
once graced the rooms of Americas first 
homes are pulled out of garrets and sent to 
decorators and furnishers for touching up, 
after which they occupy favored places In 
our modern houses. Old clocks are specially 
prized, and when a tall one, with great 
weights hanging on either side, is obtained, 
the owner is congratulated by everybody for 
his possession. 

hile genuine antique furniture costs a 
large sum of money, exceedingly graceful 
and desirable patterns are furnished which 
afford admirable copies of English and other 
styles, dating back one, two and sometimes 
more centuries ago, at very reasonable figures. 

Most of the modern furniture for dining- 
rooms reproduces antique designs. This Is 
especially true of chairs and_side-boards. 
The former often show the swell or rounding 
front. Among novelties are sideboards with 

anels of illuminated leather. Quite new 
in style are sideboards having two cupboards 
beneath and a series of small shelves rising 
above, terminating in a picturesque railing. 

Dining chairs with antique backs—often 
more curious than comfortable—are fashion- 
ably upholstered in embossed and _illuminat- 
ed leather, with a border of big-headed 
brass nails. Newer than the brass just de- 
scribed are those with eoverings of heavy 
antique tapestry. es 

Oak is stilla popular wood for dining-room 
and library furniture, especially when En- 
glish designs prevail. Mahogany is also em- 
ployed. A very popular wood in furniture 
ischerry. Thisis madeup with mahogany 
finish and brass trimmings. Mahogany Is in 
large demand for furniture, and among what 
are termed fancy woods is cocobola, amar- 
anth, real ebony and Chinese teak-wood, 
For céuntry houses, summer resorts and 
cheaper grades of furniture ash figures con- 
spicuously, and hazel-wood is also employed. 

PARLORS AND RECEPTION ROOMS. 

Parlor or reception-room suits are often 
made up of several pieces, each differing 
from the other in design, wood and covering. 
As a rule, in fine furniture, straight lines and 
plain effects, after the Eastlake models, pre- 
vail, with surface carving. Olid English 
styles furnish models for much of the mod- 
ern furniture, in which appears the swell 
front, brass mouldings, elaborate carying 
and claw-feet. Hall furniture consists of 
chairs with antique framework and a mirror 
and hat-rack combined, under which is 
placed a heavy wood settee, remarkable for 
its elaborate carving Novelties in hat- 
racks are Japanese fans bristling with brass 

ins, aud designed to hang on the wall. 

andsome hall chairs are those with oak 
framework, studded with brass ornaments, 
and having a seat and back of alligator skin 
or embossed leather. ‘There are also hall 
chairs with rosewood frames inlaid with 
brass and covered with morocco. 

For bedroonis fashionable suits are of 
mahogany, finished either with brass trim- 
mings or surface coverings. Attractive suits 
are also made of cherry with mahogany fin- 
ish. Canopied beds have almost entirely 
given piace to the low open ones introduced 
by the French. 

The landscape style of mirror is the one 
now employed for bureaus. A favorite style 
of bureau is made after the fashion of a 
dressing-table, with wide, low top. swinging 
glass and brass sconces on either side. The 
washstand to the modern bed-room suit is 
also new in construction and includes a com- 
inode in addition to the usual drawers. 

Cabinets are exceedingly popular and a 
house ‘is no longer considered complete with- 
out one or more of this grade of furniture. 
The fact that a cabinet is a convenient re- 
ceptacie and capable of any amount of orna- 
mentation, guarantees its continued popu- 
larity. Cabinets are manufactured in a great 
variety of style, both as regards material 
and design. Cocobola is a fashionable wood 
for cabinets: so are amaranth, mahogany 
and rosewood. A novelty in hanging cabi- 
nets is plush-covered and consists of irregu- 
larly disposed shelves. 

The houses into which the furniture de- 
scribed goes, as a rule, are finished in hard 
wood. Mahogany, oak and cherry are favor- 
ite woods for interior work. 

THE OPEN FIREPLACE RAGE. 

In many fine houses open fireplaces take 
the place of stoves and heaters. ‘The fire 
fronts, with andirons and fenders, are 
made of a number of materials, such as 
brass, nickel, steel, etc., with an immense 
amount of decorative work. 

The gas fittings are another attractive feat- 
ure, with their artistic ornamentation. A 
popular style consists of light,delicate work- 
manship, with ornamentations of crystals 
and touches of colored glass. Branch brack- 
ets are made in the same light style, and the 
shades are engraved in beautiful designs. 

‘Lhe mantels in a modern house are im- 
portant features, combining, as they not un- 
frequentiy do, the mantel-shelf with a mir- 
ror and cabinet above. Brass mantels are 
very elaborate when made of hammered 
brass, With oxidized silver pillars and me- 
dailions. Carved oak mantels are another 
handsome and fashionable kind. 

India carpets and India rugs are always in 
demand. Rugs especially are desired and 
must fine houses contain a collection repre- 
senting several styles and ages, The most 
costly of Oriental rugs are the Agra rugs. 
The Ahioowalla rugs rank second, then fol- 
low the popular Mirzapore and Yoades and 
finally the regular Smyrna rugs, 

A rug that finds its way into the homes of 
the greatest number of people, because of 
its modest cost, is the American Smyrna rug. 
This, as the name indicates, is an imitation 
of the origina) Smyrna, and of American 
manufacture. These rugs, it must be said, 
are attractive in color and design, and wear 
well. Other popular rugs are the ingrain 
ones, some of Which are iairly clever, imita- 
tions of the Kensington art carpets. 

A popular mediuin fine carpet to-day is the 
Mogquette. The Wilton carpets represent a 
somewhat choicer grade. dy Brussels and 
tapestries of excellent quality are still in the 
market, but there are aiso many inferior 

rades at such iow prices as to warn would- 

» purchasers of the fact that their enduring 
qualities are none of the best, 

For furniture coverings, draperies and 
portieres are supplied a great variety of ma- 
terials. Parlor suits are upholstered with 
silk vélour and silk plush. Then there aré 
heav, thread tapestries and Florentine and 
Arab stuffs with medawion figures; nor 
should be forgotten the French Wilton chair 
and sofaecovers after thé original Turkish 
saddie-bags, ata peneeres vely small cust.

There are plenty of dogs, appertaining to 
the most various bDreds, which are convulsed 
with inward tortures at the sound of an 
orgin-grinder, and how! with a dismal note 
betokening much anguish of mind even at 
the sound of a pianuin the room above or a 
concertina outside the house, Again, why 
should dogs and cats exhibit for one another 
that natural aversion which has made it a 
proverbial phrase to speak of a *‘cat-and-dog 
life?’’ It will be said that they are natural 
enemies, and that each, being a carnivorous 
beast, is prepared to kill and eat the other. 
But it would be hard to find acase where 
either had been actually devoured by the 
victorious enemy; and itis obvious to any 
one who has ever seen a dug run at acat that 
it is the spirit of spors and adventure which 
urges him on to the attack, and not hunger 
or the desire of utilizing the dead body of the 
victim.

WASHINGTON’S HOME. 


The Memorial Edifice to Mark the Birth- 
place of the Country’s Father. 
Washington dispatch to the New York Herald. 

Another spot for pilgrimage will shortly be 
added to the shores of the Potomac, the Gov- 
ernment having just secured the title to 
Wakefield, Westworeland County, Va., 


about eighty-six miles from Washington, 
and the site of the birthplace of the father 
of his country. The estate, comprising 
twenty acres, is near the mouth of Pope’s 
Creek, and is a portion of the landed_prop- 
erty owned by the grandfather of W 4 
ington, whose remains, with those of 
Washington’s father and several uncles, 
lie in a dilapidated tomb on the ground 
recently purchased. Congress has appro- 
priated $33,000 to mark the site of the house 
where Washington was born. ‘The design 
adopted by the Secretary of State.cails for a 
monumental building twenty feet square 
aud about thirty feet high. Within the 
foundation, at least ppaber pais constructed of 
the old brick of Washington’s early home, 
will be interred the remains of his ancestors 
and relaiives. A recent examination of the 
premises discovered atadepth of two feet 
aud eight inches the solid wall of the old 
house in a remarkable state of preservation, 
the vid-fashioned bricks being as good as‘the 
day they-were landed there from England, 
now nearly two centuries since. The chim- 
ney pointed out to teurists as all there is left 
of the old home really belonged to a house of 
more recent construction, occupied by the 
overseer of the property. Several years ago 
a party of distinguished gentlemen, among 
them Secretary Evaris and Gen. Sherman, 
visited the place and secured a number of 
the bricks from the. chimney, which were 
subsequently encased in mahogany as relics 
from tie birthplace. The old residents of 
Westmvureland know better, and when Dr. 
St. Ciair of the State Department was sent 
down to have the jand appraised and secure 
the deed, the exact spot was designated. Witn 
the aid of laborers the ground was excavated 
until the foundation wall was discovered. 
At present there is no landing. The shore is 
inaccessible, owing tu the length of the 
beach and the shallowness of the water. ‘lo 
proceed with the erection of the handsome 
structure it will first be necessary to build a 
wharf fully one-nalf mile in length, which 
will reach thirteen teet of water, a depth 
sufficient to allow the Potomac steamers tu 
land the materia! as well as the naval vessels 
which are used by Government officials to 
visit Mount Vernon. The memoria: editice 
will be about one anda half wiles trom the 
wharf, and the plans contemplate the iuclos- 
ure of twenty acres, which is to be improved 
from year to year, It is said by old residents 
in the vicinity that the construction of the 
wharf will open to cyitivation thousands of 
acres of the best land in Northern Virginia, 
redeein the garven section of the Staite, and 
make sacred a spot too long neglected by the 
people of the country.
